After they have been used to the 
fullest extent for making soup, 18 
pounds of bones still’ contain en- 
ough glycerine to provide the pro- 
pellant for an 18-pounder shell. 

Glue which enters so largely into 
the manufacture of aeroplanes 2nd 
phosphates for making © artificial 
manures, can be extracted from the | 
residue, which can also be ground in- 
to a valuable poultry food. It is 
faNacy again to suppose that no 
fats are golng to waste. An example 
from the enemy's country can teach 
us something on this point. About 
@ ‘year ago the German government 
took steps to save the grease - that 
was going. to waste from large ho- 
tels and institutions, adopting the 
| usual method of issuing a compul- 
sory order. Twelve thousand grease 
traps were installed in one  pro- 
vince, and within six months, fats 
had been saved to a value of 6,000,- 
000 marks. This was at a time 
when the enemy’s meat ration war 
decidedly smaller than our own to- 
cay.

OUTRAGEOUS PROFITEERING 

‘The attorney-general of Ontario 
declares he has no authority to pros- 
ecufe restaurant keepers for profit- 
eering. because the order-in-council 
passed a couple of years ago provid- 
ing for the prosecution of food prof- 
iteers does not apply to eating hous- 
es. His statement ss in reply to o 
fecommendation made to him two or 
three weeks ago by Dr. McFall, Coat 
of Living commissioner, that prose- 
cution be instithted against certain 
Ottawa restaurant keepers and hotel- 
keepers upon’ whose profits the com- 
missioner submitted | figures.: ‘ 

Without authority, of cenrse, ihe 
attorney-generai can do nothing. But 
there'is a remedy and it should be 
provided—the passage by the Gov- 
ernment at Ottawa of a new order- 
in-councit applying the provisions of 
the original measure to the eating 
house proprietors. 5 

The Cost of Living commissioner 
has just given out figures showing 
outrageous profits taken by restaur- 
ant. keepers on foods, served to the 
public. In the case of one restaur- 
ant the profit on bacon is 1200 per 
cent. Profits running into hundred 
percentages aro common. The Og- 
ures giyan aro al! on meats. 

These profits have been brought 
about bya decrease in-the quantity 
of the meats served without any de- 
crease ‘in the price charged for the 
portion. The reduction in quantity 
has been increasing. Thus, tho res- 
taurant which is now making, fc- 
cording to the commiesioner, 1.200 
per cent. on bacon was serving & 2-2 
ouncés as a portion on December 1. 
1917; by June 1, this year, it had re- 
duced the portion to four ounces and 
at the present. timd it was serving 
only 144 ounces, Reduction in the 
quentity of roast beef served has, 
been almilar, dithough not so great, 
eight ounces being the Portion last 
December while 4%. ounces {s the 
Portion now. Other restaurants hayo 
reduced the bacon Portions from 4 
or 5 ounces to less than 2 ounces in 
many -casea.. The price of the por- 
tion has not been reduced and in 
some cases has been increased. -

NEW. YORK, Oct. 10. The Associated Press tonight is- 
sued the following: The men of the once formidable German 
armies holding the Hindenburg line form north of Cambrai. to 
St. Quentin-are facing eastward, defeated and in retreat. 

Their are the targets of the British, American — and 
French troops, who bitterly fought them, setp by step, out of 
supposedly impregnable defences, and now are harrying them 
across the open country toward the German border. Nowhere 
is the enemy attempting a’ stand in force: 

True, the German border {fs yet a long distance aver: but 
the past two days of chase have materially decdeased the width 
of the area separating the invaders from their own Rhine line. 

; Le Cateau, the important junction point 12. miles; south- 
east of Cambrai, represented tonight:the point of depest pene- 
tration by-the allied troops. The British were the masters of 
it. All along the front, however, the British, Americans and 
French have been steadily pressing forward their infantry for- 
ces, taking numérous towns and villages, while far in advance. 
of them the hoofbeats of cavalry horses intermingled with the 
roars of the whippgét tanks and the staccato barking of the 
machine guns inside the moving forts. So fast haw been . the 
retreat of the enemy that at various points the allied forces 
afoot lost contact with them. 

The retreat, which is over a front of about 35 miles from 
the south of Douai to the region east‘ of St. Quentin, had left in 
the hands of theallies in addition to the towns taken valuable 
lines of communication and strategic positions of high — im- 
portance, and driven in a wedge that seemingly will force the 
Germans everywhere from the North Sea to the-.vicinity of 
Verdun to fall back.

ipality in Canada by municipal action. 
supported by provincial and federal 
authority, following. the promulga- 
tion’ of An -orler-In-Conncil signed 
Thursday, October 4th. 

The reason for the establishment 
of municipal fair price committees 
throughout Canada Js to allay pub- 
Mec opinion by demonstrating that the 
consumer\s protected against extor- 
tion and safeguard fair dealing deal- 
ers against unjust charges of profit- 
eering. 

The order-in-Counci! is based on 
the conclusion; fairly evident, that 
those who are familiar with local 
municipal conditions ..are the best 
judges of what are fair prices to be 
sides that, the principle of local 
self-government is admitted to be in 
harmony with the spirit of Canadian 
_| democracy... 

This .order-in-Counci! repeals Or- 
‘ders numbers P.C. 2777 and 2957, 
but re-enact with slight changes 
thoss sections prohibiting the accum- 
ulation and witholding from aale of 
the Xecessaries of Iife,.and compel- 
ling any person holding any such ne- 

céfegry of ‘life in excess of what is 

required for consumption or for the 
ordinary purposes of business, to sell 
the same at prices not higher than 
are reasonable and just, and farther 
provides that any person who leases 
or sells or offers for rental any pro- 
perty shall leagé the same at a rent- 
al not higher than is reasonable and 
Just. 

The minister of Labor or his dep- 
uty may require any person who pro- 
duces, stores, or deals in uny neces- 
sary of life to make returns contain- 
ing: such information as he may re- 
quire with respect to this production, 
purchase, sale, shipment, origin, dos- 
tination or price of such necessary of 
life, and the said minister fa ‘given 
power to investigate the business and 
to examine the premises, books, pa- 
pers and records of any person and 
for this purpose the said minister 
may appoint an examiner or examin- 
ers with the power of: a commission- 
er appointed under the provisions 
of-Part 1 of the Enquiries Act. 

The Council ‘of any municipality 
may appoint a committee of two or 
more of their officers, to be known as 
the ‘Fair.

Ottawa, Oct. 11.—There is disap 
pointment among the ctvil service 
delegation who waited upon’ the Gov- 
ernment asking: for a bonus of $360 
to all Government employes, male 
and female, to combat the high cost 
of living. They wanted the bonus 
and they wanted it right off by pro- 
sess of a Governor-General’s warrant 
or @ war measure order-in-Council. 
A lot of hard cases were cited of men 
with families receiving $75 per month 
while it was shown that tho average 
of the whole customs service, inside 
and outside, is only $1,100.

Here comes 
in the story of ‘allotments*-—war gar- 
dens—a story of little efforts by 
people who did not know how to set 
about their work, The new allotment 
| holders, or “‘plotters’’ as they were 
called, were not by any means all 
women, but women formed on an 
ever-larger proportion of them. 

Allotments are plots of ground for 
growing vegetables. Before the war 
country laborers had them and some 
surburban artisians and a few eccent- 
ric school-masters and college profes- 
scrs, But as a role no one but farm 
laborers grew vegetables anywhere} 
but in“thefr own gardens.

Tours, France, Oct. 15.—William 
Oxley Thompson, president of Ohio 
State University, and chairman of the 
United States agricultural commis- 
sion in France, advocates the employ- 
ment of German prisoners in the 
work of reconstruction after the war.

Ottawa. The sincere. sympathy . of 
her many friends {n Ottawa will be 
extended to the latter in her  be- 
reavement.

Captain Angus Alexander Mackin- 
tosh, of the Royal Horse Guards, 
was a gallant soldier, and greatly 
respected at Government House.

‘work was commenced on the subject of influenza and this work 
has been’ actively carried on with the/co-operation of both the 
military ‘and civil authorities, with the idea of determining the 
cause and means of spread of the disease. : Following the-work 
of the. New York City Health De ent, a vaccine has been 
prepared in large enough quantities for distribution: ‘The vac- 
cine consists of dead germs of influenza and eighteen strains of 
these germs are used ‘in the preparation of the vaccine. These 
straing were obtained through the New York and Boston auth- 
orities and represent strain isolated in these cities and in sey- 
eral of the army camps of the United States. The influenza 
gern must be cultivated on special media and is extremely dif- 
ficult to grow, being a very delicate organism. The preparation 
of a vaccine in large quantities is; : therefore, most difficult. Sun- 
day, distribution ‘of the first supply of vaccine was commenced, 
to the hospitais'in Ontario; for the use of the nurses and doc- 
tors, and to the army authorities. The first supply of vaccine 
amounted to 7,000 doses. The work fis being carried out on a 
large scale and a steady. supply of vaccine, it is hoped, will soon 
be available. The university desires to point out that as thé 
vaccine ig extremely difficult to prepare, it should be used first in 
those places where it is most needed. The vaccine will be dis- 
tributed by the university entirely free at present.

Noted Canadian. 

Dr. James Douglas, philanthropist, 
mining engineer, chairman of the 
Board of Directors of Pheips, 
Dodge corporation, died at his home 
{in New York on June 26th, In his 
8ist year. Dr. Douglas gave away 
large sums of money, for educational 
ard eharitable purposes, but his 
greatest gift was probably made to 
the General Memorial Hospital of 
New Yfrk of three and three-quarter 
grammes of radium, valued at about 
$375,000, to be used for all time in 
that hospital in cancer and other 
work. This radium represented the 
work of the National Radium Insti- 
tute for yeara’in the west on carna- 
tite ores. 

Dr. Douglas was born in Quebec, 
Nov. 4, 1837. His father, Dr. James 
Douglas, was a surgeon of repute, 
and the first to introduce modern 
treatment of insanity into Lower 
Canada, as the founder of the Quebec 
Lunatic Asylum, in the management 
of which for some time his sdn, 
James, participated. 

He left Canada in 1875 to take 
charge of the metallurgical opera- 
tions of the Chemical Copper Co., a 
ecacern operating at ‘Phoenixville,

Inside During ‘Cold 
Nights, 

The season for cold nights will be 
here'all too soon, in this northern cil- 
mate. -While it is true that keeping 
the cows inside means mor@labor in 
cleaning the stable and more difi- 
culty In keeping the cows clean, the 
‘extra fertilizing material collected in 
this way will probably pay for the 
extra labor, If this does not, (ae 
extra supply of milk received by 
keeping the cows.in a tomfortable 
stable at times when the temperature 
drops below freezing-point, will do 
so, Experience shows that cold has 
a very marked effect fn lessening the 
milk flow, particularly for cows that 
have been milking for some time, 
when_the natural tendency is for the 
cow to dry up and during which time. 
every medns should be adopted to 
keep the cow milking. Cows should 
milk at least ten months of the year. 
Leaving cows Out of doors on cold 
nights, after they have been milking 
for six or eight months, makes a 
greater tendency for these cows to go 
dry.

and some absorbent mate: Ike 
sawdust, shavings, chaff, cut- 
straw, should be scattered along the 
passages, on the platform, and in the 
gutter.

Another advantage of stabling on 
frosty nights, is that it prevents the 
cows eating frozen feed, which is gen- 
erally considered to be injuriois to 
milk cows. They may be kept in the 
stable or ‘yard' until after the pasture 
thaws, and‘in this way the animals 
are protected against digestive trou- 
bles, and conditions are more favor- 
‘able for maintaining the health and 
miik-fow” of the animals.

The treaty was agreed to 
long “Ago, but questions arose as to 
the power of the Washington Gov- 
ernment: to dispose of a subject over 
which the States had, In’ the past, 
generally asserted’ ‘and . exercised 
jurisdiction. Canada being the first 
nation en the-North American Con- 
tinent to become involyed in ‘the 
present war, and realizing the vital 
necessity “of ‘protecting its crops, 
sought ‘to enter into a treaty with 
the United States which would rer 
antee the protection -of useful birds 
fying at intervals hither id thither 
‘een the two coun 

The Dominion Government found 
no dificulty in arousing interest in 
its purpose across the border, and it 

required no time: for the proper 
authorities in these neighboring, na- 
tions to agree upon the terms of a 
measure designed to protect birds 
now regarded by Instructed agricul- 
turists as of inestimable value in 
crop production, The treaty framed 
sought to shield from destruction, 
and perhaps from anrihilation, var- 
fous game birds, including water 
fowl, migratory insectivorous birds, 
including bobolinks, catbirds, chicka- 
dees, meadow larks, thrushes, wrens, 
and many others more or leas fam- 
ilar on the ‘farms of the United 
States and Canada. ‘Among the game 
birds, those specifically named were 
the auk, ‘the grebe, the gull, the he- 
ron, the petrel, and the tern. 

There already existed in the Unit- 
ed States a migratory bird law, and 
several of the individual states had 
sought, through legislation, to safer 
guard certain of the feathered spe- 
cles. On the other hand, antipathy 
to certain birds, elsewhere believed 
tobe useful; existed In some of the 
sovereign cémmonwealths. An Ark- 
rnsas ¢purt, following\sgreement ‘on 
the trenty, decided that bird control 
belonged to the state and not-to the 
natien, and’ the point was taken. to 
the United States Supreme. Court. 
Interjected into the controversy also 
‘was the question whether the execu- 
tive branch of the Government could 
make treaties of this kind without 
the concurrence of the Legislative 
branch. As an interesting example 
of the lengths of which contention 
over a matter of this kind mag’ b? 
carried, it is worth while to point 
out that. there were some persons 
who insisted that If tho executive 
branch could ke and enforce a 
treaty of this character, overriding 
the authority of an individual state, 
it could also, for instance, impose a 
Japanese Imuiigration “treaty upoo 
California. 

It speaks eloquently for the neigh- 
borly. feeling existing between the 
United States and Canada that ‘the 
disposition on the southern, side of 
the line, from the beginning, was to 
comply with the wishes of the Dom- 
inion, and to make this compliance 
effectivé, regardless of minor issues. 
In due course, Congress enacted lawe 
essential to the enforcement in the 
United States of every provisfon in 
the convention, and the President's 
signaturé has now made the treaty 
+whollly effective. Action might well 
havo been more expeditious, but as a 
matter of fact, in the absence of u 
treaty, the provincial and Dominion 
authorities in Canada and the federal 
and state authorities in the United 
States have, especially during the 
last ‘two years, been énforcing exist- 
ing bird protection laws within their 
respective jurisdictions with intelll- 
gence and Adelity, and In the spirit 
behind the'treaty\. As a reault, birds 
have multiplied in both countries, 
and, while it:is not possible to give 
figures showing the gain, it ia pos- 
sible to point to harvest ylelds with- 
out presedent in both the Dominion 
and the republic. ,

Dreferebly made: from comparatively 
sweet cream which ‘bas been pasteur- 
ized. However, on'the farm pasteur- 
| ization ta mot commonly followed, 
‘hence the butter should be~ mado 
when the weather is comparitively 
cool and the cream should be churn- 
ed before % becomes very ‘sour—in 
fact, the sweeter the cream the-more. 
Aikely it Is to produce good keeping 
Quality in the butter, so long as there 
is sufficient acid in the cream jo give 
good churning results, s 
The cream’ should be churned in 
the usual way, except that the butter 
may be washed once with brine, 
which ‘is made by dissolving salt in 
water, instead of using water at both 
washings. ‘Salt at the usual rate— 
but not oyer oné ounce of salt per 
pound of butter, because salt docs 
not preserve butter as is commonly 
supposed, except in a minor degree 
fer unpasteurized cream butter. It 
f® a mistake, however, to add so 
much salt’ that the fine flavor of the 
butter is covered up. " 
“Having worked the butter as us 
ualqveck it Ormly into erocks, tubs 
ses. If unparafined wooden 
‘packages are used, these should be 
soaked several days in sult water to 
‘prevent “woody” Gavor in the butter. 
A better plan is to coat the inside 
of the tub or box with hot wax, then

Belect Peed Corn Now. © 

Uniess every precaution is taken 
this autumn the supply of good seed 
corn of the desirable varieties will 
be inadequate for the requirements 
of.1919, The, autumn of 1917 saw 
the corn crop harvested with an ez- 
cess of moisture, Wet cold weather 
followed, during which time the corn 
did not cure, consequently, when the 
very cold weather of December set 
in the corn was frozen and germina- 
tion was reduced to a very low per- 
cenlage. This situation which caused 
the agricultural authdrities of North 
America so much anxiety during the 
winter and spring of 1918, and 
which was described by tem as “a 
national calamity,” is not yet averted. 
The problem which that committee 
had face waa one of supplying 
North America with seed which 
would give a fair germination. To 


secure tbis seed Was no easy task 
und recourse was. made to districts 
tn the United States hundreds of 
milea to the south of Ontario which 
produce Sarge, late maturing varie~ 
tes, in bringing this seed into the 
‘country there was little expectation 
that It would produce much’ grain, 
but it was hoped it would produce 
fodder, The situation in Ontario was. 
so acute that an embargo was placed 
on the seed grown 11 Kent and Essex 
counties prohibiting the exportation 


{rom those couutits to other districta ; 


in Ontarlo. Some seed of fair germ- 
ination was available tut not suffl- 
clent for all their local peeds, and 
aa those counties located in southern 
and-- western Ontario furnish the 
chief source of seed for the remain- 
der of the province it was felt that 
such action was justified in order to 
conserve those varieties for seed pure 
poses which had’ proven themselves 
adapted to Ontario conditions. 

There was never a time in On 
tarlo’s history when it was more ne 
cessary to take every precaution itp 
the selection of seed corn than at the 
present time. The most satisfactory 
method of seed selection is that (of 
selecting in the field.
